Harrisburg, March 5—An am end­ 
ed complaint charging the Penn­ 
sylvania Power Si Light 
company 
with 
misrepresentation in seeking 
to extend its lines 
into 
the 
Big 
Spring area of rural 
Cumberland 
county was filed with 
the Public 
Utility Commission today by 
the 
Adams Electric Cooperative, Inc., of 
Gettysburg. 
The Co-operative previously had 
charged the company with attem p­ 
ting to erect power lines in the area 
in violation of previously obtained 
pre-emption rights. The work was 
halted when farmer members of the 
Co-operative filled up utility post 
holes as fast as they were dug. 
In the amended complaint, P. P. 
Si L. was accused of “falsely rep­ 
resenting” to prospective customers 
that Co-operative would not con­ 
struct lines, that any lines the Co­ 
operative might construct would be 
owned by the company in a year, 
and that “certain prominent rural 
residents” had agreed to take the 
utility company’s service. 
The power company has ten days 
in which to answer the new com­ 
plaint. 
At P.Up. hearings held on the 
original 
complaint, 
Co-operative 
witnesses testified that despite 
a t­ 
tempts to obtain service from P. P. 
Si L. they had been unable to do so 
because of the company's “impos­ 
sible” rates. 
It was not until the Co-operative 
was organized last December, it was 
charged in the complaint, th a t P. 
P. Si L. “rushed in a spite” line and 
began obtaining customers by m ak­ 
ing false claims.

State and borough police officers 
returned early this morning from 
Pittsburgh where they took oral 
statements Tuesday from two men 
who have confessed attacking Bor­ 
ough Officer Charles W. Culp last 
September when they were sur­ 
prised in local robberies. 
Chief of Police Glenn Guise came 
back with pleas of guilty signed by 
James Grierson and Frank Kacin, 
both of Centre, Allegheny county, 
to a charge of attempting to murder 
Officer Culp. 
Officer Culp returned with the 
apologies of the two men who as­ 
sured him they were "very sorry” 
about what happened in Race Horse 
alley early on the morning of Sep­ 
tember 27 and declared they had 
not "wanted to hurt anybody.” 
Admits Shooting Officer 
Kacin has admitted he shot the 
policeman after the latter had lost 
his gun in a scuffle and Grierson, 
who was shot through the thigh by 
Culp, has admitted beating the po­ 
liceman with a bar and his fists. 
The gun Kacin used had been stolen 
from a state policeman’s car in In­ 
diana 
previously, 
the 
officers 
learned. 
Chief Guise lodged a warrant for 
the pair as a detainer at Pitts­ 
burgh but could not say today when 
the pair may be brought here for 
sentence. To date no other detain­ 
ers have been lodged but they, with 
a brother of Grierson, have been in­ 
volved in more than IOO robberies in 
this state. Authorities estimate the 
trio stole at least $500,000 during the 
last year. 
Officers Guise and Culp were ac­ 
companied to Pittsburgh Tuesday 
morning, by Private Arthur R. Gore, 
of the state motor police here, and 
Corporal Albert Davis, of the Cham­ 
bersburg substation of the motor 
police. 
Grierson and Kacin have 
admitted robberies in McConnells­ 
burg and Chambersburg on the same 
night as the robberies here. 
Both men had good jobs at the 
time of their arrest. 
Kacin was a 
highly paid refrigerator repairman 
and Grierson was a welder for West­ 
inghouse and worked at the rate of 
$1.10 per hour. He had been offered 
an advancement just before his ar­ 
rest. 
Grierson told the police that in 
spite of his severe thigh wound, he 
did not miss a day at work. 
The 
night of the shooting he let it bleed 
in a Maryland tourist cabin where 
they drove from Gettysburg. Later 
he poured iodine into the wound 
and was able to go to work on the 
following Monday morning. 
The 
Culp shooting occurred early on 
Friday morning. 
In spite of the heavy take of cash 
and other valuables from the series 
of crimes, Grierson 
was 
“broke” 
when he was arrested and owed 
money on his new home and ex­ 
pensive new car. He had been m ar­ 
ried recently. 
He told the officers 
that two years ago he was convicted 
of an armed robbery of which he 
v.as innocent and served 91 days be­ 
fore he was proven not guilty. The 
costs in that case were so high that 
he turned to crime to get money to 
pay them off, he said. 
Review Night's Events 
The men reviewed the events of 
the night of September 26 telling 
of the McConnellsburg and Cham­ 
bersburg 
robberies 
before 
they 
reached Gettysburg. 
They drove 
out Carlisle street, they said. There 
they entered the Fleet-Wing serv­ 
ice station. 
Next they went to 
the Western Maryland r a i l w a y 
station where they took nothing. At 
the Railway Express office they took 
two guns, one of which they had 
when arrested. They said the other 
was thrown away a mile from Get­ 
tysburg. 
At the Majestic theatre a large 
panel of glass broke when they 
jerked the door to get it open and 
they moved toward the alley and 
their car which was back of the 
hotel when Officer Culp appeared 
and ordered them to tile police car. 
Their stories of the struggle with 
Culp varied and do not agree in 
some points with the officer’s ac­ 
count. Grierson, who describes K a­ 
cin as a “yellow dog," said Kacin 
shot Culp from some distance up 
the alley after Grierson had wrestled 
with 
him. 
Kacin 
said 
he 
in­ 
tended to comply with the officer’s 
order but when Grierson resisted 
he decided he wouldn’t go along 
either. 
Culp identified his gun at 
Pittsburgh, Tuesday. 
Both men said they did not know 
the officer was shot or badly hurt 
until the time of their arrest in 
Pittsburgh a number of weeks ago.

■Y^HERE are times when I wish the 
* little word “No” had never been 
invented! In one way it has done a 
great deal of harm. 
I wish to discuss the latter. For 
instance—we were born into a very 
emotional life. Our emotions rule us, 
enliven us, spur us on, and serve 
to keep us creative, warm in spirit, 
and appreciative of the beauties 
and truths in life and Nature. 
When these natural emotions are 
interfered with, or smothered, the 
entire personality suffers, like lights 
being blown out in a bright room. 
Happiness is checked, and thwarted, 
as well. One’s spirit is subdued and 
often put out of commission for 
a time—and in many an instance, 
permanently. 
Where a child is allowed to de­ 
velop its many faculties, under tol 
erant guidance, and under natural 
conditions, there Is sure to be a 
happy and healthy growth, both in 
mind and body. To keep saying NO 
to that child at every bubbling of 
enthusiasm, is to bring on disaster 
and character tragedy. 
There is an antagonism to the very 
sound of No. It strikes directly into 
the very marrow of the bones and 
dulls the very nerves! No should 
be a personal possession, aid and 
companion, for defense purposes 
alone. We should have the courage 
to say No to a wrong, and No to 
every attack upon our mental and 
spiritual armament. 
We need the Ship of Encourage­ 
ment, rather than the Ship of Op­ 
position, to guide us upon the stormy 
sea of life. 
There are altogether too many 
Don*t-do-thats harboring on our 
way. In the famous book by Ed­ 
mund Gosse called “Father and 
Son” these two elements of natural 
expression and unnatural suppres­ 
sion are vividly portrayed. In this 
book the distress and despair of a 
boy, who longed to be allowed to 
live naturally and happily, stands 
out in striking relief. 
Before you say No to someone 
else, it would be a good plan to first 
say No to yourself!

House passage of a uniform dairy 
inspection bill by a vote that hurdled 
party lines, was hailed by the meas­ 
ure’s sponsor today as a “great vic­ 
tory for the farmer.” 

Clayton E. Moul (D-York), in 
a statement released by the demo­ 
cratic state committee after the 
house voted 155 to 32 to replace the 
"multiplicity of inspections” by a 
single statewide check-up of barn­ 
yards by state inspectors of the 
health department, declared:

No Details From State

munist” pronounced their views be­ 
fore the crowded senate chamber. 
“Always Has Been Underground” 
Dr. John B. Mathews, 
research 
director for the Dies congressional 
committee investigating un-Ameri­ 
can activities, told the questioners 
“the communist party, as far as its 
effective control goes, 
is 
under­ 
ground, and always lias been under­ 
ground.” 
He was joined in an attack on the 
party by officials of veterans’ or­ 
ganizations and affiliated groups. 
A Communist Definition 
“This bill does not apply in any 
way to the program or practices of 
the 
communist 
party,” 
declared 
Carl Reeve, Philadelphia, the party’s 
legislative chairman. 
Pointing out 
that the bill referred to the threat 
or use of force, he said at another 
point, “the communist party does 
not advocate force or violence, does 
not believe in it and does not prac­ 
tice it.”

But It's Science 


(By Tb**A*aociated Pre**) 


Cambridge, Mass. —A man on tile 
sun, although feeling as if he weigh­ 
ed a ton, might leap a mile off 
the ground and float gently back 
to the surface gently that is, for 
the sun. 
He would do this if he behaved 
like the peculiar clouds astronomers 
have been observing with new in­ 
struments recently. 
These clouds are masses of in­ 
candescent gas 
Sonv’ weigh mil­ 
lions of tons. 
They may float for 
days 50,000 to 100,000 miles above th** 
sun’s sui*fac*' 
The mystery is the reason they 
don’t fall with a crash, tor as­ 
tronomers say that the sun. unlike 
the earth, has no atmosphere able to 
hold up clouds and keep them 
floating alx)vc the surface. 
More 
often than not the blazing cloud 
Stuff of the sun moves up or down 
over a rainbow-shaped arcli between 
it and the sun’s surface although 
occasionally there is no arch or 
other support. 
’Hie nature of the force pushing 
up the clouds or holding them up 
is not known. 
Astronomers have 
suggested it may be the pressure 
of radiation. 
Probably there are 
magnetic forces also at work. 
Whatever the forces, if a man 
could protect himself from tin* sun, 
he might be able to leel diem.
